The couple’s chartered sightsee­ 
ing plane was damaged Saturday 
when they landed alongside the 
Upper Nile to take pictures. Later 
a rescue plane cracked up as it 
tried to take off with them. Both 
tim es nobody was hurt. 
Today the Hemingways w e r e 
headed by road for Entebbe, at 
the head of Uganda’s Lake Vic­ 
toria. 
The American couple, with pilot 
Roy Marsh, left Nairobi, capital 
of the British colony of Kenya, 
Saturday for a 600-mile flight to 
the 400-foot Murchison 
Falls 
of 
Uganda.

small 
Cessna plane for Hemingway to 
take pictures near the falls, the 
undercarriage was damaged and 
the party could not take off. The 
plane had no radio, and when it 
failed to return, E ast African Air­ 
w ays launched a search. 
The Cessna was spotted yester­ 
day by Capt. R. C. Jude, piloting 
a British Overseas Airways air­ 
liner. He said it was about 300 
yards from the Victoria Nile River,

The United States needs an Air Force acad­ 
em y, but like the airplanes which have m ade it 
necessary the upstart will have to rem em ber 
that the Army and Navy never give up without 
a fight.

The Truckers’’ Turn 
The odds are against Gov. Lausche in his 
attem pt to 
defend 
Ohio’s 
axle-distance 
tax 
against the opposition of the trucking industry 
and its legislative allies. 
His trip to Atlanta to talk with IO south­ 
ern governors is probably a waste of his time. 
The odds are against Ohio in its attem pts to 
raise enough money to rehabilitate its over­ 
age highway system. The trucking industry is 
the only big potential producer of highway 
revenue, since it is the largest com m ercial in­ 
terest involved. Its opposition to the axle-dis­ 
tance tax can be fatal. 
It has left no doubt that it can m uster sup­ 
port a m o n g its legislative allies in o t h e r 
states for a frontal attack on reciprocity agree­ 
ments. While it stands to reason that truckers 
som etim e will have to pay as they go in all 
states or lack suitable roads to go on it’s a 
safe bet they aren ’t ready yet to give up the 
highway subsidies which put them in business 
and has kept them in business profitably. 
But if the trucking industry is successful in 
knocking out this new kind of taxation, it will 
have solved none of its own problems or the 
problem s of the states. 
It will have scored a negative trium ph More­ 
over, it will have scored it in a way which will 
com plicate its public-relations problems. 
The public highways do not belong to the 
trucking industry. They belong to the public 
as a whole, and the public as a whole is not 
feeling sweet and tolerant about an industry 
which 
dem ands 
so 
much 
m ore 
than 
it 
is 
willing to pay for. 
Itshould be the truckers’ turn before long to 
sit down and start worrying about what they’re 
going to use for roads if they w ear out their 
welcome along with road beds never intended 
to bear the weight of the colossal rigs which 
now pass freely from state to state, leaving 
nothing behind but a plume of fumes. 


Where The Money Goes 
The next step in budget comprehension, after 
noting there finally has been a halt called in 
the growth of big government, is to under­ 
stand the financial im pact of the Communist 
conspiracy. 
Approximately 68 per cent of all spending in 
the new budget is connected with national se­ 
curity—stockpiling 
of 
strategic 
m aterials, 
atomic weapons, direct military expenditures 
and m ilitary aid. 
If the Soviet Union were to relax its pressure 
on the United States, permitting as much as a 
50 per cent reduction in the cost of security, 
the budget could be balanced with billions to 
spare. 
Taxes could be reduced. There would cease 
to be any legitim ate concern about the high 
cost of the federal program from year to year. 
State and local governm ents could properly 
ask for and be given enough wealth to do with 
ease and prom ptness the obviously necessary* 
things they now are trying to do with difficulty 
and delay. 
There would be a redress of all the griev­ 
ances which have been accum ulating against 
Washington on the score of its top-heavy spend­ 
ing structure. It is not the federal adm inistra­ 
tion, itself, which has grown lopsided. 
The 
ordinary adm inistrative departm ents are rela­ 
tively small and inexpensive. 
It is the exorbitant cost of security that throws 
the structure of government out of balance. 
The most significant disclosure of the new bud­ 
get becomes, in the light of this realization, the 
budget-m akers' determ ination to reduce total 
expenditures for security, the only place in fed­ 
eral spending where large savings can be made. 


As part of Columbia University's 
bicentennial c e l e b r a t i o n , in 
response 
to the 
slogan. “ M a n’s 
Right to 
Knowledge and the Free 
Use 
Thereof.” 
m uch is 
being 
said which im ­ 
plies that in the 
United 
States 
m an 
is 
some­ 
how being 
de­ 
prived of know­ 
ledge and t h e 
use thereof. For 
instance. 
Chief 
Justice E a r l 
George Sokolsky W arren said at 
one of these convocations; " O u r 
strength is in our diversity. Our 
power is in freedom of thought and 
of research. When men are free to 
explore #1 avenues of thought, no 
m a tte r what prejudices m ay 
be 
aroused, there is a healthy clim ate 
in the nation. Dissenters can let 
off steam . 
T h a t 
is 
im portant 
too. The greatest figures in Am er­ 
ican history always have recogniz­ 
ed this as inherent in our system. 
The founding fathers themselves 
were not orthodox either in thought, 
or expression. They recognized both 
.the right and the value of dissent 
* in their generation.** 


EVERYTHING THAT the learn­ 
ed chief justice says is more or 
less true, but w hat precisely does 
it point to; Naturally, dissent is 
norm al to our particular society. 
We have more than 250 differing 
Protestant sects to prove that no 
prohibitions on dissent are exer­ 
cised. Even the Communist party 
is not outlawed in this country. 
Whoever said anything about put­ 
ting down dissent or dissenters? 
I listened to the chief justice 
deliver that address at the Waldorf 
Astoria and I could not help won­ 
dering why he should have said 
what nobody denies and that does 
not require repetition to remind 
one of the truth thereof. 
Or does the chief justice confuse, 
as so m any professional orators do, 
espionage, treason, intellectual en­ 
slavem ent to a foreign enemy with 
the free expression of opinion? 
The “ right to knowledge” 
in­ 
volves the will to know'. The doc­ 
trinaire peon, serving a rigid sys­ 
tem controlled by a foreign pot­ 
entate, possesses neither the free­ 
dom nor the will to search for 


knowledge nor to use it freely. 
His mind is held in bondage and 
his conduct is m esmerized by his 
m aster The fact that a m an is by 
vocation a professor in a univer­ 
sity does not m ake him different 
from other men. nor does it m ake 
him more or less responsible for 
his conduct than other men. 


NOR 
IS 
academ ic 
freedom 
a 
greater or a lesser freedom than 
any other. Freedom of the press, 
for instance, would not save m e 
from a libel suit, although I might 
claim the right to knowledge and 
the free use thereof. 
So. academ ic freedom c a n n o t 
save a professor who uses his ex­ 
alted position to conduct subver­ 
sive propaganda on or off t h e 
cam pus or who has engaged in a 
conspiracy to overthrow’ the A m er­ 
ican government by force, violence 
or any other m eans. Nor could 
such a slogan be of any moral 
value were he to use a research 
position to steal documents or the 
results of experim ents and to give 
them to the agents of a foreign 
power. 
As the chief justice undoubtedly 
one day will sit in cases involving 
these principles, it is im portant to 
discuss his view’s, not in criticism 
or disrespect, but to indicate a 
position 
that 
requires 
analysis. 
Justice W arren said; 
“They 
(the 
founding 
fathers' 
were all patrons of education and 
recognized that the m ore turbulent 
the times the m ore essential the 
freedom of inquiry. We are now 
living in such times. Our univer­ 
sities and our colleges are. there­ 
fore. even m ore precious to us now 
than in norm al times. To preserve 
the true spirit of these institutions 
we m ust recognize that ‘free in­ 
vestigation’ and ‘faithful e x p e r- 
im ent’ are essential if society is 
not to become stagnant or is not 
to store up the seeds of its o w n 
destruction.” 
There can be no disagreem ent 
with these sentiments, but does it 
m ean that in turbulent times a 
nation m ay not protect itself from 
destruction by Trojan Horse and 
Fifth Column activities by its foes? 
No one objects to “ free investi­ 
gation” or “ faithful experim ent.’* 
The objection is to espionage and 
treason. It m akes a great differ­ 
ence.

Man and boy. I ’ve covered this 
beat for 25 years—and I thought I 
knew 
every 
gimmick. 
But t h e 
boys in Detroit have come up w’ith 
a new one. They 
roam a r o u n d 
town 
with 
an 
official

casket w o r k- 
e rs ’ union. Just 
a hint, s e e ? 
Don’t a r g u e , 
see? Such sub­ 
tlety! T h i s 
leads to t h e 
background 
of 
the new 
c o n - 
gressional probe into the rackets, 
Congressman George Bender, has 
just told me will be “ a sweeping 
investigation into charges of 
na­ 
tionwide racketeering” and which. 
he says, he will m ake with the 
cooperation of some labor leaders. 
It leads, also, to a nationwide net­ 
work which controls the distribu­ 
tion of juke boxes, vending m a­ 
chines, coin-operated kiddie rides 
and a hundred other allied fields. 
So let me tell you the full story. 


YOU CAN begin tracing it, as 
Congress will, with a visit recently 
paid Detroit restaurant and bar 
owners. A chap by the nam e of 
William Bufalino. head of j u k e 
box local 985, dropped in. W’ith him 
was a fellow whose card said he 
was with a casket w orkers’ union. 
When this visit w’as brought to 
the attention of congressional prob­ 
ers in Detroit recently, the federal 
counsel asked. “ What interest do 
the casket workers have in juke 
boxes? Do any of those location 
restaurant owners see any signi­ 
ficance in a representative of the 
casket workers coming along with 
the others?” 


I ’ll m ake book on that one. Point 
is that Mr. Bufalino was making 
the rounds of eateries and p u b s 
“ to convince” the owners to re­ 
move the juke boxes already 
in­ 
stalled—and replace them by m u­ 
sic contraptions owned by friends 
of his juke box union. 
As one juke box ow ners’ asso­ 
ciation official testified: 
“ The union representatives have 
been in our locations telling them 
(the owners' that we w eren't in 
the good glaces of the union, that 
they should throw’ our machine out 
and put somebody else’s in.” 
W h o ,says this? Bufalino. Who’s 
Bufalino? He is officially president 
of the juke box local. W’ho m ade 
him president? According to con­ 
gressional t e s t i m o n y , he was 
“ moved in under the pressure from 
Angelo Meli.“ And who is Meii? 
The Kefauver report lists him as 
all-powerful in Detroit. He is a 
fnend of Sam Perrone, the m an 
charged with attem pting to assas­ 
sinate Walter Reuther. 
Meli, now up for deportation, has 
at least 17 arrests ranging from 
m urder to arm ed ro b b ery to ex­ 
tortion to kidnaping. 
In addition. Meli is the uncle of 
Bufalino's wife. Shortly after Buf­ 
alino “ w’as moved rn” , the o I d 
president of the juke box local, 
moved out—to Chicago. Then, ac- 
j cording to testimony. Bufalino in­ 
sisted that “ anybody that owns and 
operates a jukebox, vending m a ­ 


chine, such as cigarets . . . ball 
gum m achines in some instances, 
and even peanut m achines on bars 
. . . has been forced to join the 
union and pay $20 a m onth.” 


MIND YOU, this m eans that the 
owners m ust join the union and 
pay $5 a week dues! This includes 
kiddie horses and airplane rides in 
some superm arkets. 
But, even to place your machines 
and pay the $20 tribute, you m ust 
be in the good graces of Mr. Buf­ 
alino. And just who is in the good 
graces of this gentlem an? 
H i s 
brother-in-law, Vincent Meli, neph­ 
ew of Angelo Meli. Vincent owns 
the Meltone Music Co., which owns 
juke box machines and just loves 
to get them placed around town— 
any town. 
Also, Mr. Bufalino believes in 
vertical unionism and industrial­ 
ism. He helps the boys place the 
m achines—and is in the music rec­ 
ord cutting business himself. 
It 
just happens you need records to 
m ake music on these machines. 
Well, multiply all this by a score 
of big cities, and you’ll get the pic­ 
ture of the network in which these 
m en are involved and on which 
Congressman Bender will unloose 
some IO investigators. 
Bender believes he will have the 
assistance of m any union officials. 
“ There are m any union leaders 
who detest racketeering as much 
as anyone else. This is their chance 
to get the crowd off their backs. I 
will not castigate any group. No 
union, or union m em ber, will be 
pilloried because some mob has 
muscled its way in. My l a b o r 
friends know I ’ve voted their way 
when I thought they were right. 
Labor will benefit by this probe.” 
There are thousands awaiting the 
chance to get out from under the 
terror of the tough few. This is 
their chance. Congressm an Bend­ 
er tells m e he has “ very broad 
powers, and juke boxes are just 
one little item, of m any items. 
W e're going to look into all rack­ 
ets.”

Inca Highway Matches Best Roman Road 


(In 
association 
lei th 
the 
American Geographical Soci­ 
ety. Victor Von Hagen, one of 
the world's leading experts 
on South 
American 
history 
and exploration, is directing 
an intensive, tw o-year study 
of a forgotten world — the 
2,000-mile highway system of 
the ancient Incas. 
In this ar­ 
ticle he reports on the e x p e ­ 
dition's progress) 


JAUJA, PE R U 
We have found, 
identified 
and 
followed for m any m any miles one 
of the great Inca military roads. 
a highway built especially for the 
conquest in the 15th 
century 
of 
Upper Amazonia. 
Alluded 
t o by the early con­ 
quistadores. 
yet v a g u e l y de­ 
scribed, 
this 
road 
b e g i n s 
in 
Jau ja. the geographical center of 
mountainous Peru, and continues 
northward 350 miles until it reaches 
Chachapoyas, six degrees south of 
the Equator. 
The Inca em pire, like all em ­ 
pires, grew at the expense of its 
neighbors; and they had long laid 
covetous eyes on the fertile w arm 
lands of the Chachapoyas which 
lies in the semi-trophical part of 
Peru at the gatew ay to the Amazon 
Valley. The Incas m ade first an 
unorganized attack on them , but 
the Chachapoyas 
fought “ w i t h 
such fury” 
w r i t e s 
a 
Spanish 
chronicler “ that the Incas f l e d 
before th em .” 
They did not repeat that error. 
Using Jauja, a great Inca center, 
as its base of operations, the Topa 
Inca. 10th ruler of the realm , put 
his vast reserve of manpower into 
building his im pressive road. He 
lined it with rest stations, depots 
and garrisons for its 350 
miles 
and then in 1450 flung 30.000 In­ 
dian w arriors directly down that 
road. 


ANTICIPATING the expression, 
“ Getting 
thar 
fustest 
with 
the 
m ostest,” they 
overwhelmed 
the 
enemy and 
m o r e 
than 
100.000 
square miles of Amazonia fell into 
the devouring m aw of the Inca. 
This was the road which we found 
and identified. 
It would seem, with all that has 
been written about them in times 
past, that it would be relatively 
easy to locate these Inca roads. It

not. 
Centuries 
of 
gathering ' 
detritus covers them, the 
stones 
have been removed. Indians have 
plowed the fields where the road 
once ran, modern highways have 
| been built 
upon 
them , 
villages 
bearing the sam e historical nam es 
have moved far from the original 
site; time and m an have worked 
havoc. Since the Inca roads w’ere 
constructed prim arily for m an and 
the camel-like llam a, the only thing 
we could do now with out vehicles 
was get relatively near them, the 
rest was by foot or horse. The time 
that we have lost following up blind 
leads is m ore than half of the time 
we have spent on the roads them ­ 
selves. Yet we 
cannot disregard 
“ inside inform ation.” We have to 
follow up every clue. 


BY THE TIME we arrived in i 
Jau ja we w ere w eary of chas­ 
ing lost horizons, so we did not 
im m ediately follow up the informa- 
I 
tion from a 
well-meaning Indian 
“ that not far from here is a stone 
road 45 feet wide.” We regarded 
this as fantastic, we had not seen 
a road so wide in all Peru. 
Jau ja itself is full of r u i n s . 
They stud 
the eroded 
limestone 
hills and look like the embattle- 
m ents of medieval castles. It had 
been the capital 
of 
a 
pre-Inca 
culture, the Huancas. and then it 
had been a great Inca m ilitary 
center. There were ruins of sun 
temples, 
houses of the 
nobles, 
m ilitary garrisons and hundreds of 
circular stone storage-cham bers for 
food 
and 
arm s. 
Ja u ja 
is older | 
than Lima. 
Here 
in 
November. 
1954, Pizarro. the Conqueror, with j 
“ some very noble lords” founded 
the capital. It was later abandoned 
for m ore golden fields. 
Our trail led to Jauja. We had 
followed the Inca Road m ore or 
less continuously for hundreds of 
miles. Here we reached a oui de j 
sac. The road 
was erased 
and 
we spent m any fruitless days rid­ 
ing over the bald mountains, ques­ 
tioning all sorts cf people. 


WE FOUND that road, m any 
days later. And it 
cam e 
as 
a 
g n a t surprise for it showed how 
really advanced was the engineer­ 
ing of the Incas. The great road 
(it was 15 paces wide'

R o y a l 
Road” 
and*

this road for days on horseback. 
It accom m odated itself to the na­ 
tural sinuosities of 
the 
land, 
it 
wer^t up mountains in easy grade 
and where it could not caracole 
around a steep 
peak, 
the 
Inca 
workmen had cut* steps into the 
rock. Straightness, usually is a sec­ 
ondary consideration in primitive 
road construction, but not for the 
Incas. 
At Inca-Katuna (the Incas se a t', 
at 14.000 feet, the road was visible 
for miles; 
it was the best pre­ 
served section of Andean road we 
had seen. We decided to excavate 
it, lay it bare to study its con­ 
struction. This m eant getting In­ 
dian laborers up to 
these 
frigid 
heights, setting up 
cam p 
on 
a 
veritable 
moonscape 
and 
m any 
other 
aggravating 
details 
which 
elsewhere might be nothing, but 
here really mountainous. 


WITHIN A FEW days a 
good 
stretch of the road was cleaned 
and where possible restored. It was 
exactly 45-feet wide and held by a 
small running stone wall running 
along its sides. Steps 18 feet apart 
were placed by the Inca’s engi­ 
neers to aid in ascending the long 
slope and to prevent erosion. And 
as w ater is the destroyer, r o a d 
culverts were carefully constructed 
to drain it off. 
W'hile the work continued we set 
off to find how much of this mili­ 
tary 
road 
was 
still 
visible. 
At 
times it 
paralleled 
the 
modern 
highway, and so we bounced off the 
highway and 
traveled 
with 
the 
power w’agon, over the old road 
for mile upon mile. 
Like the Romans the Incas knew 
that it is m aintenance that m akes 
the road. The ancient Peruvians 
kept up their by m eans of a work- 
service called m it’a; 
each com­ 
munity through which the r o a d 
passed was compelled to keep up 
its section of the 
road, 
repair 
the bridges and maintain the tam- 
pus i post-houses >. 


WHY DID the Incas, who were 
without vehicles, need so great a 
road* Why did they maintain over 
10.000 miles of road* Conquest. All 
land arm ies must have roads and 
all roads of any length, the world 
over, have been royal 
roads 
of 
empire. 
With the advent of the Incas, 
battles becam e no longer a series 
of elaborate perform ances to over­ 
awe; Incas went out to win. By 
1450. under their great Inca, Pacha- 
cuti, the Incas were at the height 
of their expansion.

WASHINGTON 
( * - The Senate 
Labor Committee, torn by dissen­ 
sion between Republican and Dem­ 
ocratic members, today summoned 
Secretary of Labor Mitchell as the 
first witness in hearings on Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s 14 proposed re­ 
visions of the Taft-Hartley law. 
Mitchell 
was 
certain to face 
searching interrogation from Dem­ 
ocrats and from Republican Sen. 
Ives of New York over Eisen- 
hower’a recommendation that the 
government conduct a secret poll 
of employes whenever a labor dis­ 
pute enters the strike stage. 
In a speech two weeks ago, 
Mitchell indicated he wanted Con­ 
gress to give special study to this 
proposal. The other 13 points in 
Eisenhower’s program, he said, 
should speedily be enacted into 
law. 
The committee, headed by Sen. 
H. Alexander Smith (R-NJ), was 
split wide open last week when 
Democrats refused to consent to 
a vote on Eisenhower’s nomination 
of Albert C. Beeson to the National 
Labor Relations Board, which ad­ 
ministers 
the 
Taft-Hartley 
law. 
Smith charged his Democratic col­ 
leagues with “filibustering” and 
with 
attempting 
to 
embarrass 
Eisenhower. 
Sen. Lehman (D-Lib-NY), sup­ 
ported by the other five committee 
Democrats, countered a n g r i l y 
there was no such intention. He 
said Democrats were not yet satis­ 
fied that Beeson was qualified for 
the job. 
Mitchell 
became 
secretary of 
labor last fall, after former Secre­ 
tary Martin P. Durkin, president 
of the AFL Plumbers Union, quit 
in a public dispute with Eisen­ 
hower over Taft-Hartley amend­ 
ments. 
Smith introduced a bill in the 
Senate touching on all 14 points. 
The measure, calling for a vote 
after a strike had started, would 
provide that unless a majority 
favor 
continuing 
the 
strike, 
it 
“shall cease to be a protected, 
concerted a c t i v i t y within the 
meaning of this act.” 
Every committee Democrat has 
indicated unwillingness to adopt 
any such provision, whether the 
vote were held before or after a 
strike starts. And Ives termed it 
“unworkable” and a “direct swat” 
at labor leaders. 
Senators Purtell (R-Conn) and 
Coldwater (R-Ariz) say they favor; 
holding the strike vote before a 
strike actually starts, not after­ 
wards. 
Smith said last night in a CBS 
radio-television interview he is not 
“wedded to” either a post strike or 
pre-strike vote, but is “wedded to 
exploring whether the secret ballot 
is being properly observed in the 
unions” and if not what could be 
done legislatively about it. 
The committee may drop the 
idea if its hearings develop no 
need for it, he said.

WASHINGTON — You must file 
an income tax return on or before 
March 15 if you made as much 
as $600 in 1953. 
You must report your 
income 
even if legal deductions are large 
enough to relieve you of paying 
any tax. You may even get mon­ 
ey back after filing a return. Most 
employers deduct taxes from p ay . 
It’s the law’. Many taxpayers find 
that such deductions are larger 
than the amount they owe. 
The earlier you get your return 
in, the sooner you will get a n y 
refund that may be due. Things 
also will be speeded if you print 
“refund” on the envelope in which 
I you turn in such a return. It w ill 
get priority treatment. 
Age makes no difference If you 
’made as much as $600 you must 
;file a return. 
The tax law and the forms are 
; the same as last year, but there 
jhave been 
some n e w rulings, 
J some of which c o u l d save you 
I money. 
You may have heard of the re­ 
duction in income tax that went 
into effect Jan. I, 1954. It aver­ 
ages about IO per cent for most 
people. But that has nothing to do 
w’ith your 1953 return, due March 
15. 
If t a x deductions are b e i n g 
made from your pay, t h e y may 
now be a little smaller than they 
I appear on the return you f i l e 
March 15. 1955. 
There are two things s o m e 
people forget in filing a return 
1.—You must sign it. And if it 
is a joint return, so must y o u r 
wife or husband, even if only one 
of you had income. 
2.—You must attach any Forms 
W 2 you may have earned. Those 
are t h e little slips from employ 
ers showing how much you earn­ 
ed and what the deductions were 
If you worked for more than one 
employer in 1953 you may have 
several of these. Attach all 
of 
them. 
Failure to do either of 
these 
things means that you have not 
legally filed a return. 
A joint return nearly always re­ 
sults in a lower tax for a hus­ 
band and wife. In using it, you 
split the income and figure each 
half at a lower level. You can 
split the incoeme even if only one 
of you earned anything. 
You can g e t help from t h e 
Internal Revenue Service. First, 
there is an instruction pamphlet 
mailed to you with your tax form. 
Second, you C a n a booklet “Your 
Federal Income Tax,” for 25 cents 
from the Government Printing Of­ 
fice, Washington 25, D. C. It was 
written by Revenue Service peo­ 
ple, is authoritative, complete and 
well indexed. It c o v e r s t h e 
problems of most taxpayers. Third, 
you can talk to tax officials.

Made Easier 


Special ‘Bit’ Will 
Prevent Breaking * 


By DOUGLAS TUOMEY 
Even the most e x p e r i e n c e 
ed home mechanic will confess, if 
he wants to be truthful, that he 
has cracked or ruined m any a tile 
In his day in an effort to bore 
holes in them . 
Actually, I know of no m eaner 
job than that of trying to bore 
holes for a new towel rack 
or j 
other bathroom fixture when the 
wall is sheathed in glasslike tile. I 
Practically e v e r y plumber, 
or 
other skilled m echanic, who has to 
perform this job once in a while 
has had his own particular formu­ 
la for a successful boring. But the 
form ulas did not always work o u t.! 
Tile drilling or boring is quite 
sim ple now because there is on 
the m arket a drill, or “ bit,” as 
they are called, which will enable 
anyone to drill through tile with­ 
out breaking it. 
The secret lies in the special 
head, m ade of a new m etal com­ 
position, which starts the p o i n t 
without the operator h a v i n g to 
exert a lot of pressure. After a 
hole is through, it can be reamed 
to larger size with standard metal 
bits or drills. It should be said 
here that any work around m a­ 
terials as brittle and easily crack­ 
ed as tile should be done slowly, 
and with a minimum of pressure
